Federal funds totaling $70,
200 have been allocated to Tor-
rance for the construction of a
control tower at Torrance Mu-
nicipal Airport the city was no-

The money, requested by the
city last fall, was part of the
funds allocated by the Federal
Aviation Agency to 314 air-
ports Friday.

Under the proposal offered
